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Remarks 

Specification Amendments 

Paragraph [0001] is amended to update the reference to the "related application" 
filed on the same day as the present application, the related application has issued so that 
number is inserted. The objected to reference to "and claims priority to" is deleted. The 
patent number entered is —No. 6,828,395 — 

Section 102 Rejection 

Claims 1-5, 9, 18-25, 26-31 and 40 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as 
anticipated over Loveday et al. (US 6,274,684). Further, Claims 1-5, 9-13, 15-21, 24, 27- 
29, and 32-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as anticipated over Mink et al (US 
5,525,678). In both rejections, the Examiner states that Loveday and Mink disclose the 
use of hydrogen as a "control agent" that includes the other claim limitations. The 
Applicant traverses this rejection. 

The "control agent" as claimed is defined in the specification as filed at paragraph 
[0024], It is submitted that even in its broadest embodiment, a "control agent" as defined 
therein would not include "hydrogen". Hence, Loveday and Mink do not anticipate the 
claims. 

The Applicant thus requests that this rejection be withdrawn. 
Doable Patenting 

Claims 1-12, 14-19, 21-25, 27-29 and 35-40 were rejected under the judicially 
created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 
1-40 of U.S. 6,828,395. The Applicant herein files a Terminal Disclaimer to this patent 

Claims 1-12, 14-19, 21-25, 27-29 and 35-40 are also asserted to be directed to an 
invention not patentably distinct from claims 1-40 of commonly assigned U.S. 6,828,395. 
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The Applicant herein submits acknowledgment under 37 CFR 1.78(c) that the inventions 
were commonly owned at the time of the invention in this Application. 

It is submitted that the case is in condition for allowance. The Applicant invites 
the Examiner to telephone the undersigned attorney if there are any other issues 
outstanding which have not been presented to the Examinees satisfaction.
